witnesses tho states attorney Is leav- 
ing no stone unturned to secure their 
Indictments on the charges of crimin- 
al conspiracy and will do tills If 
he 


can convince the grand Jury that they 
are guilty.

In tho prosecution and has figures 
that show that It only costs one fifty 
a ton to place bituminous coal In the 
city and three fifty a ton to have an- 
thracite coal In tho yards here from 
any of the mines In question.

Burt Otis, of tho town of Rock, a 


young man nineteen years of age met 
wit ha most horrible accident on Fri- 
day afternoon, his left'hand and fore- 
arm being literally chewed to atoms 
In a corn shredder. 
The arm was 


clenaly severed half way between the 
wrist and the elbow and above that 
point, great holes were turn in the 
flesh so that It was necessary to auipu 
tato tho arm half way between 
the 


shoulder and the elbow. 


How It Happened • 


The accident occurred at 
3:UO 


o'clock on the Jerry Blunk 
farm, 
southeast of this city near Alton. 
Young Otis was feeding the 
corn 


shredder and In somo way, which no 
one seems able to explain, his lett 
hand got caught in tho 
machine. 


When no succceeded In freeing 
his 


arm tho lower part of the 
forearm 


was gone entirely and much of tho 
remaining arm had been terribly lac- 
erated. 


A Gritty Young Man 


Tho injured man never lost 
con- 


sciousness. 
With remarkable pres- 


ence of mind he told his fellow work- 
men how to tie a handkerchief above 
tho wound and twist a stick In tho 
knot so as to stop tho flow of blood. 
His directions were quickly followed 
and while lie was being taken to the 
home of his father, 
George 
Otis, 


whoso farm adjoins the Blunk farm, 
one of tho men kept tight hold 
of 
the stick. 


Physicians Summoned 


A message was at once dispatched 


to this city for Dr. James Gibson and 
ho assisted by Dr. W. H. Judd, ampu- 
tated the arm. 
The temporary ban- 


dage was kept in place until after tho 
operation and the tying of tho arter- 
ies so that comparatively little blood 
was lost. 


His Bravery Admired 


During the entire ordeal preceding 


the amputation, the Injured young 
man never lost his 
courage. 
His 


true grit and the readiness with which 
ho proved himself aule to meet the 
emergency won the admiration of his 
associates and of tho attending phy- 
sician. 
He is tho eldest son 
of 


Mr. and Mrs. George Otis and Is a 
very popular young man. 
In this 


calamity which has come to him crip- 
pling him for life, he will have 
the 


sincere sympathy of many friends.

It would pay this class of men to 


join tho crowd on the street, and look 
at themselves occasionally ar others 
see them.

The principal witness was Lieut. 


Gov: J. P. C. Gohln. brigadier genera 
of the National guard of Pennsylvania 
Gen. Gabln was In command of th 
Third brigade during the strike.

was on duty from July 30 until Nov. 1 
He said an "excited state of lawlesc 
ness" existed in the regions, that ells 
turuances were numerous, that th 
presence of the troops was absolute!} 
necessary to preserve law and order 
and that It was dllllcult to malntali 
the lav.-.even alter all the troops In 
the state had been placed In the ills 
turbed territory. 


Conditions During Strike. 


During direct and cross examlna 


tlon Gen. Gabln had several tilts wit 
Clarence S. Harrow, counsel for the 
miners. 
The witness said when hi 


first went Into the coal region will 
his men, as a result of a riot at Shun 
andoah, he was unable for a tlmu to 
get vehicles to carry his supplies 
teamsters refusing to furnish them 
In Shenandoah and In the Pantile 
Creek valley, he said, there was 111 
civil authority at times. Committee 
of thu union called upon him and as 
stired him the strikers would give him 
all the assistance they could, but a 
far as he could remember they neve 
gave him any help, nor did he asl 
them for any.

House Judiciary Committee Favors 


the Llttlefield Measure. 


Washington, Jan. 10.—The House 


Judiciary committee agreed to favor- 
ably report the bill Introduced by 
Representative Littlelleld to cxpcdlto 
suits pending or hereafter to bo 
brought tinder tho anti-trust law.

favorable report was authorized on 
the Senate bill Increasing tho sal- 
aries of justices of the Supremo Court 
and other judges of the United States, 
with certain amendments which re- 
duce the salaries proposed for circuit 
judge to $7,000 and district judges to 
$(i,000. A favorable report also was 
ordered on tho Senato bill adding a 
judge to the eighth circuit. 


As a result of extendod considera- 


tion of tho various pending anti-trust 
bills the subcommittee of the Houso 
judiciary committee, of which Repre- 
sentative Llttlefleld IB chairman, has 
practically agreed 
op an anti-trust 


bill. 
It has not ycV been adopted 


formally, but it Is said to meet tho 
approval of all members of the sub- 
committee.
